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NEW- YORK, March 12- 
Bombs preceded by a warning £ 
phone call caused extensive ; - 
damage . , to the Manhattan ^ 
"s’Eys'&aper 'offices ■ .of’ ^three ^ " 
giant . corporations before 
dawn today, and , a letter 
signed “Revolutionary Force 
9” claimed responsibility. 

No One was injured in the ’ 
three explosions, which went 
off after about 100 night work- 
ers were evacuated. 

-The deep-voiced warning call ; 
to police at 1:06 am. said the : 
bombs would go off at . 1:40 
am, in the offices of Mobil Oil 
Corp. on East 42d St., Interna- 
tional Business .Machines at l 
Park Ave. and 55th St. and 
General Telephone & Elec- 
tronics at Third Aye. and 45th. 

. At 1:40 a.m., the first bomb 
went off in a 34th floor men’s 
room at Mobil, causing what 
firemen described as heavy 
structural damage. 

The second explosion came 
at 1:55 a.m. on the 12th floor 
at IBM, blasting a 25-foot- 
square hole in the floor. 

The third and most power- - 
ful went off at 2 a.m. at the 
i Sylvania. Electric division of- - 
flees of General Telephone. 
Police said the 21st floor; was 
“totally demolished”; glass 
J from 14 shattered windows lit- . 

■ tered Third Avenue, and all 
telephone service above the 
tenth floor of the 41-story 
building was knocked out 
The blast came as night 
watchman Cal Cruz was re-en 
tering the building with 20 
night workers he had evacu 
ated after police had relayed 
the telephoned warning. 

The triple bombing recalled 
a similar series of three explo- 
sions last. Nov. 11, which ’dam- 
aged the Manhattan offices of 
Standard Oil of New Jersey. 
Chase Manhattan Bank and 
General Motors Corp. Three 
persons are facing trial on 
conspiracy charges in connec- 
' tion with . those and earlier 
bombings last fall. 

Today’s explosions were fol- 
lowed by . a flurry . of bomb 
scares in New York and across 
the nation.. Police here re- 
ported Checking out 137 warn- 
ing calls by 4 p.m. : 
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't Grand Central Terminal, the 
-2lew York Coliseum, federal 
'pourt . buildings in Brooklyn 
^and Manhattan, subway trains, 
|pil oom i n g d a 1 e ’ s . depart- 
Snent store and offices of Lit- 
Jon Industries' Corp. and the 
New- York Times were among 
locations searched and in 
some cases evacuated, v . 

The claim of responsibility 
was made in a letter delivered 
to the New York offices of 
United Press International. 
The letter, signed “Revolution- 
ary Force 9,” declared that 
“IBM> Mobile (sic) and GTE 
are enemies of all life. 

^ “In 1969 IBM made $250 mil- 
lion; Mobile $156 million and 
GTE $140 million for U.S. ‘de- 
fense’ contracts i profits 
made from the suffering and 
deaths of human beings. All 
three profit not only from 
death in Vietnam but also 
. from Amerikan (sic), imperial- 
ism in all of the Third World 
In death-directed Amerika 
J$ere is only one way to a life 
of love and freedom( to attack 
and destroy the forces of 
death and exploitation and to 
build a just society — revolu- 
tion.”- 

' All three firms closed their 
offices for the day, although 
IBM instructed about 600 em- 
ployes to report to work at an 
undisclosed location. 

IBM also issued a statement 
falling the 'bombings deplora- 
. Me, acknowledging that the 
Sfietnam war “of course is a 
matter of great concern to ev- 
eryone,” but that “for a com- 
pany to express its viewpoint 
by , selling or refusing to sell 
products to our own govern- 
ment surely is wrong. A corpo- 
• tation cannot establish foreign 
policy . . .”
